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U.S. SENATOR John Tunney made his round of the tables prior to breakfast this 
morning to shake hands with Lompocans. Following breakfast, attended by approx­ 
imately 75 to 100 persons. Tunney addressed the group. He left following the meeting 
for a tour of Vandenberg AFB. 
Senator Tunney espouses 
ideas, goals for U.S.

Democratic Senator John Tunney, who 
will be running for re-election in 1976, 
spoke in Lompoc this morning and drew 
repeated applause from those assembled 
tor the ideas and goals which he es­ 
poused for the United States. 
Speaking at a breakfast meeting at 
Lions Inn before a crowd of from 75 to 
100 persons representing a cross-section 
of Lom poc’s political and socio­ 
economic strata, Tunney dealt with at 
least three major concerns: inflation, 
energy and defense. 
Relative to inflation, the Senator said 
there just is no panacea for our economic 
problems. Formulated in part by the 
high cost of capital; by out-of-control 
spending during the Vietnam War; by 
high food costs; and by ever-increasing 
costs of energy, the inflationary spiral 
will continue for some time unless a new 
outlook is taken toward the relationship 
between governm ent and private 
enterprise. 
Regarding energy’s part in the in­ 
flationary equation, Tunney said, “The 
reason the Arab oil cartel is able to get 
away with what they are doing is 
because we have no substitute for their 
product. In 20 years, we’ll be running out 
of oil, and our consumption is increasing 
annually.” Indeed, we use five per cent 
more foreign oil now than we did at the 
time of the embargo, he said. 
“There are two ways to solve the 
problem: conservation and the develop­ 
ment of new sources and supplies,” he 
said. While the de regulation of natural 
gas and gradual de-control of domestic 
oil will solve short-term problems, alter­ 
native sources to oil are mandatory, he 
added. 
He called for a new view of the 
partnership between government and 
private enterprise if we are going to suc­ 
ceed in our goal. “We need alternatives, 
and the government has to develop 
them,” he said. “We have to put money 
into every possible source of energy 
from solar to coal-gasification to fission, 


and private enterprise can’t afford the 
investment. No stock-holder wants to in­ 
vest in a project from which there will be 
no return for 15 years or so. The govern­ 
ment will have to be willing to support 
the research and development, and 
private enterprise can take it from 
there.” 
Regarding the conservation of energy. 
Senator Tunney drew applause when he 
suggested an order to Detroit that they 
develop automobiles at least 50 per cent 
more energy-efficient by 1980, and 100 
per cent more efficient by 1985. “There's 
no reason we can’t just tell them to do 
it.” 
Food costs are rising, according to the 
Senator, simply because world popula­ 
tion is also rising and for government to 
not see the correlation is ridiculous. 
“World population is growing by 80-90 
millions each year and there are more 
people alive today than there has been, 
cumulatively, in all of history up to this 
point.” And what is happening now, he 
said, is that countries without resources 
to feed their people are going to the 
world markets for their food, including 
Russia. 
“The Soviet grain deal is a harbinger 
of what the future will bring,” Tunney 
said. “The American housewife pays the 
price for our supporting other countries 
without sufficient food for themselves.” 
And, he said, “it is not in the interests of 
free enterprise when wheat deals are 
made behind closed doors that ultimate­ 
ly raise the price of food here at home. I 
think those deals should be made on the 
open market, and it’s gratifying to hear 
that (Secretary of Agriculture) Earl 
Butz has said no more grain sales will be 
made in the future.” 
In answer to the question of “Why 
don’t we put more people to work?” Tun­ 
ney said, “There has been a feeling that 
the free-enterprise system should 
prevail, and that the government 
shouldn’t supply jobs. Well, I support a 
guaranteed job for every able-bodied 
person. I also support a reform of the 
welfare system to better care for those 
Eyewitness queried 
on Hoffa abduction 


DETROIT (UPI) — The son of former 
Teamsters President James Hoffa says 
the FBI has interviewed a man who 
claims tofiave witnessed his father’s ab­ 
duction. 
“Authorities have interviewed exten­ 
sively an individual who claims he was 
an eyewitness to the abduction at the 
Machus Red Fox Restaurant,” James P. 
Hoffa told newsmen Monday at the 
family’s Lake Orion home. 
“He has given us substantial leads 
which have been followed up carefully.” 
Hoffa’s statem ent contradicted 
remarks by FBI officials that no promis­ 
ing leads have turned up in the 12-day-old 
investigation and that authorities do not 
know whether Hoffa’s disappearance 
July 30 “was voluntary or otherwise." 
An FBI spokesman said, “We have no 
knowledge of a witness to the abduction 
of Mr. Hoffa.” 
Hoffa refused to answer newsmen’s 
questions about the alleged mysterious 
witness. He said he taped an appeal for 
help in the investigation for broadcast by 
Los Angeles television station KTTV 
“because we feel there is evidence to be 
made available” in that area. 
“We think we are going to have a suc­ 
cessful solution to this crime, 
Hoffa 
said/ 


But Special Agent Jay Bailey of the 
FBI’s Detroit office said investigators 
had no information to show whether Hof­ 
fa is alive or dead and have no suspect,, 
no motives and no evidence of an abduc­ 
tion. 
Although Bailey said he is not pes­ 
simistic about chances for Hoffa’s safe 
return, he added that “with the passage 
of time the apprehension does grow.” 
U.S. Attorney Ralph Guy ordered a 
federal grand jury investigation of Hof­ 
fa’s disappearance and said he would 
begin issuing subpoenas to “ un­ 
cooperative witnesses” this week. 
Guy refused to say who might be called 
to testify but said there were several 
w itnesses who “ have not fully 
cooperated with investigators.” 
Reputed Detroit Mafia kingpin 
Anthony “Tony Jack” Giacalone, who 
allegedly failed to show up for a meeting 
with Hoffa and two other men the day 
Hoffa disappeared, reportedly refused to 
talk to FBI agents and said he would 
have to be subpoenaed first. 
Anthony “Tony Pro” Provenzano, an 
alleged East Coast Mafia leader, and 
Detroit labor consultant Leonard Schultz 
— who also were reported to be in on the 
luncheon meeting with Hoffa — also 
were expected to be subpoenaed.

who can’t work. I know there will be a lot 
of howling from those who feel the free- 
enterprise system will suffer when 
Congress begins looking at guaranteeing 
jobs. And this is another area in which a 
new outlook will have to be taken toward 
government and business.” 
Relative to California specifically, and 
the U.S. generally, Tunney pointed to the 
more than 2 million illegal aliens now 
working here and stressed the necessity 
for an improved system of employment. 
“There are more than two million il­ 
legal aliens now working in California. 
They aren’t just from Mexico, but also 
from Asia and the Middle East, and they 
come here because of our much-higher 
standard of living. While I really am 
very sympathetic to the problems of 
other countries. I also feel charity starts 
at home,” he said 
“ What we have to do is put the burden 
on the employer to ask for social 
security cards of ail who he employs. We 
need to issue new, non-counterfeitable 
cards and reorganize the system so that 
a card check could be completed within 
24-48 hours. 
“ In addition, heavy fines should be 
levied against all those employers who 
chronically hire illegal aliens. If we don’t 
put a stop to it very soon, we’ll have two 
million more Americans out of work and 
two million more aliens employed," he 
said. At the same time, he stressed the 
need for a “grandfather clause" in 
whatever legislation was passed to avoid 
the deportation and difussion of families 
who have been in the U.S. for some time 
and who have established themselves in 
their communities. 
When queried about his defense 
philosophies, the Senator stated that he 
felt a strong defense posture was vital. 
“While I don’t feel weapons programs 
should be justified solely on the numbers 
of jobs they would create, I support 
defense spending strongly because I 
don’t trust the Russians AT ALL." 
Speaking specifically of the B1 
bomber, Tunney related that ” ... having 
been in SAC as an officer during the 
Cuban missile crisis, I can’t help but 
think that having bombers in the air over 
the North Pole is more a deterrent dur­ 
ing an international confrontation than is 
having an ear to the hot line and a finger 
in the air over a button in Washington.” 


Liquor executive 


may pay ransom 


YORKTOWN HEIGHTS, N Y. (UPI) 
— The family of kidnaped Samuel 
Bronfman II, the 21-year-old heir to the 
$1.7-billion Seagram’s liquor fortune, 
said today they would like evidence the 
youth is “alive and well” but might pay a 
ransom anyway. 
A family spokesman, speaking to 
reporters in front of the tree-shrouded 
family estate in Yorktown Heights, 
N.Y., said the family was “still waiting 
with concern for some evidence that 
these people do have Sam and that he’s 
alive and well.” 
Asked if the youth’s father, Edgar 
Bronfman, chairman of the Seagram 
liquor empire, was demanding such 
evidence before paying the ransom, the 
spokesman said, “That’s a little too 
strong.” 
The spokesman said “certain instruc­ 
tions” were given in a ransom note 
delivered Monday. He said the instruc­ 
tions “can be recognized by the abduc­ 
tors...” and we have complied with that 
demand. 
The family spokeman did not specify 
the amount of the ransom. 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) — Angry 
mobs protesting the pro-Communist 
policies of the three-man ruling military 
junta sacked Communist party and other 
leftist headquarters in four Portuguese 
cities today. Moderate military opposi­ 
tion to Premier Vasco Goncalves was 
reported growing 
The biggest clash of the day was in the 
northern town of Viseu where 4,000 
stone-throwing demonstrators broke 
through army lines and destroyed Com­ 
munists headquarters in a battle in 
which 15 were wounded 
Later the 
crowds formed and wrecked the 
headquarters of another left-wing party. 
Other leftist headquarters suffered the 
same treatment in Vila Verde, Tondela 
and Porto, the largest city in the 
conservative north. 
Troops and police patrolled Viseu’s 
streets, but did little to hinder the 
crowds from sacking the offices of the 
pro-Communist Portuguese Democratic 
Movement and burning its contents. 
Communists during the night wounded 
15 of the city’s residents when they tried 
to defend their party headquarters by fir­ 
ing pistols and throwing gasoline bombs 
at attacking crowds 
Troops rescued the Communist party 
members shortly before dawn, then left 
the crowds to rampage through the 
building and bum its contents. 
The crowds returned to the streets as 
police recommended leftist parties 
evacuate all of their offices in the city.

They 
Brown job plan 
for 200,000 
based on loans 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Brown 
administration has developed a plan to 
generate as many as 200,000 jobs in the 
state through loans to private busines­ 
ses, it was reported today. 
The 10-point plan, developed by 
Business and Transportation Secretary 
Donald Burns, would be financed by $44 
million in general fund appropriations 
and a $250 million bond issue, according 
to the Sacramento Union. 
“I would not like to say it’s a pro- 
private enterprise plan,” Bums said. 
“ But that’s where the jobs will be after 
the press releases are long forgotten. 
“The plan was an attempt to leverage 
those resources in the areas of social 
need, adding a little seed money and 
minimal public resources." 
He said the plan is being reviewed by 
presidents of large California busines­ 
ses, including the Bank of America and 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
One part of the plan calls for a partial­ 
ly subsidized loan program for small 
businesses. The state, banks and small 
businessmen each would contribute 2 per 
cent of the total loan fund to give com­ 
mercial lenders a 6 per cent cushion 
against losses. 
The report said such a state loan 
program could put out $300 million a 
year “if the banks are really convinced 
that the state seriously intends to see 
major increases in business loans and 
will put reasonable pressure on the 
banks to make the program work.” 
It states such a program would cost 
$23.1 million dollars in state funds and 
could create 110,000 jobs. 
Total cost of the program over three 
years would be $44 million from the 
general fund and $250 million in bonds. 
Advocates of the program say it could 
generate 200,000 jobs. 


Money from bond issues would be used 
to create a state version of the federal 
Small Business Investment Company.

Taxpayers' group 
reiterates stand

A militant taxpayer group 
reiterated its demands before 
the Board of Supervisors Mon­ 
day that the supervisors chop 
out more county expenditures 
in the 1975-78 budget to avoid 
any rise in the county property 
tax rate this year. 
Hal Burnett, spokesman for 
the Citizens for Tax Reform, 
called mi the board to continue 
with budget-slashing measures 
which earlier had the super­ 
visors cutting 16-million from a 
proposed $102-million budget 
and reducing the tax rate in­ 
crease from $1 22 down to the 
area of about half that figure 
The board took under con­ 
sideration suggestions by the 
taxpayer group which Burnett 
said would slash 27 cents or 
more immediately from the 
threatened higher rate to be of­ 
ficially set by the auditor- 
controller at the end of August. 
Board chairman Francis H 
Beattie said: 
“ We thank you for your 
presentation and we will look 
toward reducing the budget 
further. I know how much time 
and effort you have made to 
draw up these recommen­ 
dations." 
S u p erv iso r R o b ert E. 
Kallman, who previously had 
invited budget reduction 
suggestions from constituents, 
said he also "would look closely 
at these new proposals 
The taxpayer group, which 
has threatened to put a 
moratorium on tax payments 


next December when the bills 
arrive if the tax rate isn’t 
stabilized, invited the super­ 
visors to the next rally of the 
group at Santa Barbara Junior 
High School Sunday at 2 p.m. 
Other speakers on behalf of 
the protesting taxpayers in­ 
clu d ed John 
R ey n o ld s, 
Montecito businessman, who 
called on the board to adopt a 
budget that will “enable us to 
live within our means," and 
critics who charged that many 
county employes were loafing 
on the job and the work force 
could be reduced substantially. 
A large delegation of irate 
rate payers applauded the 
speakers 
Burnett read from a state­ 
ment with a letterhead that 


said: “Taxpayers for Striking" 
and outlined ways the group 
thought the county could reduce 
the current $96-million budget. 
A principal item was a request 
to cut back the welfare budget 
over 91-million to the level of 
the past fiscal year to save 14 
cents mi the tax rate. 
Other economies recom­ 
mended included using less gas­ 
oline for county cars, cut back 
on utilities costs to the 1973 
level to save $240,000; asking 
county employes with salaries 
of $20,000 a year or more to take 
a 10 per cent cut on the 
average; and achieve savings in 
many departments, including 
the administrative officer, as­ 
sessor, personnel officer and 
auditor-con troller.

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Brown sees progress 
on malpractice insurance 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says “the legislature is doing 
well" on medical malpractice 
insurance reform but warned it 
was still “a problem that is not 
going to go away easily," 
“If people are willing to bite 
and chew on the bitter pill, then 
m a lp ra c tic e 
m ay 
be 
reformed," Brown said, referr­ 
ing to proposals that would 
restrict the rights of citizens, 
doctors and attorneys in return 
for lower malpractice costs. “If 
not, we probably will be talking 
about it for several weeks to 
come." 
The Assembly, meantime, 
passed legislation Monday giv­ 
ing the governor power to 
create a state-controlled fund 
for malpractice insurance The 
Senate balked (Hi a comprehen­ 
sive malpractice bill, delaying 
action until Thursday. 
“ I think w e’re m aking 
progress," Brown told repor­ 
ters, saying California lawmak­ 
ers were “ahead of any other 
legislature in the country” on 
reforming the malpractice busi­ 
ness. 
But he said the “difficult" is­ 
sue was still in a “period of 
ferm entation” and added, 
“There is going to have to be a 
certain amount of movement 
before some changes are 
forthcom ing.” He did not 
elaborate on what “movement" 
was needed. 
Brown gave his assessment in 
response to Sen. Dennis Car­ 
penter's request that the gover­ 
nor call a “summit" meeting 
on malpractice because final 
legislative passage of a major 
malpractice bill seemed impos­ 
sible right now 
Doctors have threatened a 
statewide walkout if significant 
action is not taken by Sept 15. 
when the legislature is sche­ 
duled to adjourn. 
The governor said he has 
already conducted "a number 
of summits on malpractice" 
and thought it now as an ap­ 
p ro p ria te issu e for th e 
legislature to tackle. “ If there 
is a need for more executive in­ 
volvement I’ll be glad to offer 
my services," he added. 
Brown also offered this 
nutshell philosophy on malprac­ 
tice: 
“The malpractice problem 
comes from the fact that more 
money is being paid out than 
people seem willing to shoulder 
or bear. 
“There is a very simple 
answer: Either people pay out 
more in malpractice premiums 
or they get back less in 
malpractice recoveries. Those 
are the two options."

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla 
(UPI) — Space agency officials 
have rescheduled for Thursday 
an attempt to launch an unman­ 
ned Viking spacecraft on an 11- 
month voyage to look for signs 
of life on Mars. 
The Viking launch was post­ 
poned Monday after officials 
discovered a valve in the first 
stage of the Titan-Centaur 
rocket was stuck open. The dis­ 
covery was made during a test 
less than two hours before the 
scheduled liftoff. 
"We got a ‘no go’ signal that 
the valve did not respond 
properly,” said Air Force Maj. 
Wesley West, chief of opera­ 
tions for the launch. “If we flew 
with the valve in that position 
(open) it would simply drain 
fuel out of the tank.”

The delay is not expected to 
interfere with plans to have a 
lander break away from the or­ 
biting spacecraft and touch 
down on Mars on July 4,1976, as 
part of the nation’s bicentennial 
celebration. 


In fact. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration offi­ 


cials said, because of move­ 
ment of the planets the Viking 
will arrive in orbit June 15, a 
day earlier than originally plan­ 
ned. 
Another Viking launch is set 
for Aug. 21 from the same pad. 
That spacecraft will also be 
bound for Mars, 230 million 
miles away, to assist in study­ 
ing soil samples and other data 
for evidence of life. 
Both Vikings are equipped 
with the most sophisticated 
automated and sensing devices 
“man is capable of construc­ 
ting,” said Robert Kraemer. 
NASA’s director of planetary 
programs. 
The Viking mission has been 
seven years in the making. 
Total cost of the project is $1 
billion. 
Although scientists disagree 
on the probability of discover­ 
ing evidence of life on Mars, 
they say the mission is non­ 
etheless worthwhile. 
“If we find any form of life, it 
will cause an explosion of 
thoughts about ourselves, our 
importance in the cosmos, and 
accelerate all space programs, 
including eventual manned 
landings on planets," said Dr. 
Gerald Soffen, project scientist 
for the Viking project. 
Pentagon reveals 


death in drug test 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Pentagon announced today that 
a 42-year-old mental patient 
died shortly after he received a 
mind-altering drug in a private 
experimental program spon­ 
sored by the Army 23 years ago. 
The man, a civilian, was un­ 
identified. He was participat­ 
ing in a 29-day project con­ 
ducted by the New York State 
Psychiatric Institute involving 
derivatives of mescaline, a 
hallucinogenic drug taken from 
the mescal cactus. 
“The first four tests produced 
mild or no effects on the 
patient,” a Pentagon statement 
said. “On the fifth test, in early 
January, 1953, the patient died, 
about 2 Vi hours after receiving 
an injection of a mescaline 
derivative." 
Spokesman Joseph Laitin 
said an unsigned memo in­ 
dicated the man died of a heart 
attack, although he had no firm 
information. 
The report of the death was 
found by an Army representa­ 
tive checking on the Army’s 
chemical research program. It 
was disclosed recently that the 
Army had used LSD, another 
hallucinogen, on volunteers in 
chemical tests. 
This is the first disclosure of 
a death in human drug testing 
sponsored by the military. A 


civilian Army employe, later 
identified by his family as 
Frank Olson, died Nov. 28.1953. 
He received LSD from the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
and jumped out of a window. 


Laitin said the news of the 
death was found in a manila 
envelope in a walk-in vault in 
Edgewood Arsenal, Md., as 
part of an investigation of the 
scope of the A rm y’s test 
program. It contained notes, 
carbon copies and other sketchy 
information.

R- 
N ewport Beach, won final 
passage Monday on a 47-5 vote 
without debate. 
Fair trade laws allow manu­ 
facturers to set a minimum 
price below which their product 
cannot be sold. It is used by 
producers in a wide range of 
commodities, including home 
appliances, clothing and other 
dry goods. 
A sse m b ly m a n 
A lis te r 
McAlister, D-San Jose, floor 
sponsor of the measure, noted 
that both liquor and milk have 
their own set of fair trade laws 
and would not affected by the 
Carpenter bill. 
McAlister is the author of an 
identical bill which passed the 
Senate on a 28-2 vote Friday. 
Republican Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger has recom­ 
mended repeal of the fair trade 
statutes, saying it would bring 
significant savings to con­ 
sumers. One estimate put the 
savings at $120 a year per fami­ 
ly 
Supporters of the fair trade 
laws argue that they assure 
shoppers of quality products 
and service. 


Vietnams willing 


for U.S. relations 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y 
(UPI) — North and South Viet­ 
nam say they’re willing to es­ 
tablish diplomatic relations 
with the United States even 
though America blocked their 
admission to the United Na­ 
tions. 
The North and South Viet­ 
namese observers at the United 
Nations issued a joint state­ 
ment Monday night saying they 
“are not hostile” to the United 
States and “are willing to es­ 
tablish normal relations.”

Butz said at a news confer­ 
ence Monday after the August 
crop report was issued that U.S. 
farm production is booming 
tow ard a reco rd d esp ite 
drought dam age in some 
Midwest areas last month 
The secretary said he hopes 
sales to Russia can be resumed 
later if U.S. crop conditions do 
not decline further He said the 
prospective harvest is big 
enough to hold further consum- 


er food price increases to 
“ negligible" levels even if 
further Soviet sales are made 
The USD A report, based on 
conditions as of Aug 
1, es­ 
timated the 1975 corn crop at a 
record 5.850.000 bushels. It was 
down by 196 million bushels, 
about 5 million tons, from July 
estimates because of drought in 
Iowa and other western corn 
belt areas and parts of the 
plains 
But it was 26 per cent above 
last year’s small crop and 3 per 
cent above the record set in 
1973. 
Agriculture experts said that 
on balance weather conditions 
betw een Aug. 1 and last 
weekend had probably put 
“some further stress" on the 
corn crop, the key to future food 
price prospects because it is the 
chief raw material for produc­ 


tion of meat and other livestock 
foods 


The Aug. 1 estimate, howe­ 
ver. was less of a decline than 
some experts had feared. Butz 
said com market prices could 
weaken when traders react to 
the Monday estimate. 


USDA officials Monday also 
issued a new estimate of Soviet 
crop production, cutting their 
forecast by 5 million tons to a 
new level of 180 million tons 


They said it probably means 
the Soviet Union, which has 
already ordered about 10 
million tons of grain from the 
United States and 4 million 
from other countries, probably 
will have total import needs of 
about 25 million tons instead of 
the previous 20 million ton 
forecast.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agriculture Department has 
reported that the California 
grape crop prospects dropped 
substantially last month, with 
Aug. 1 production estimated at 
3.85 million tons 
The Aug. 1 estimate, con­ 
tained in the monthly crop 
report issued Monday, com­ 
pared with a July 1 estimate of 
California grape production of 
4.2 million tons. The total U.S. 
grape crop is now forecast at 
4.3 million tons, 2 per cent more 
than last year but 2 per cent 
less than the record 1965 crop 
The New York grape produc­ 
tion was estimated at 155,000 
tons, down 12 per cent from a 
year ago but Washington’s 
110.000 tons crop would be 37 
per cent above 1974. 
Califor­ 
nia production of raisin variety 
is estimated at 2 million tons, 
down slightly from last month. 
Wine varieties were expected 
to total 1.35 million tons, down 
50.000 tons from last year but 11 
per cent more than i974. Table 
varieties were estimated at .5 
million tons, 19 per cent less 
than last vear.

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'Generic' drug measure 
advances to Senate floor

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
Assembly-passed measure al­ 
lowing pharmacists to substi­ 
tute lower-priced “ generic” 
drugs for their more expensive 
brand name counterparts has 
advanced to the Senate floor 
The Brown administration- 
backed bill (AB193) by Assem­ 
blyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka, cleared the Senate 
Finance Committee Monday on 
an 8-3 vote. 


Pharmacists and consumer 
organizations supported the 
legislation, contending it could 
save prescription drug buyers 
up to $45 million a year without 
any health danger. 


Pharmaceutical manufactu­ 
rers and doctors strongly op­ 
posed it, maintaining there 
were medical risks with drug 
substitution and arguing that 


claims of $45 million savings 
were exaggerated 
During a lengthy hearing, 
neither side mentioned that 
generic substitution already is 
allowed under emergency regu­ 
lations put in force July 3 by №e 
state Board of Pharmacy. 
Those regulations, challenged 
in court by drug manufacturers 
and doctors, are substantially 
the same as the Keene bill, with 
some exceptions. They were 
adopted after it appeared the 
bill was headed for passage 
The idea behind drug substi­ 
tution is that brand-name 
products typically cost much 
more than the same drug under 
a different name Sometimes 
both are manufactured by the 
same company, merely pack­ 
aged with different labels. 
The measure would require 
that consumers benefit fully 


from any savings if a pharma­ 
cist made a substitution. The 
bill also would allow physicians 
to prevent any switches by 
checking a special box on 
prescription blanks. 
And, the state Health Depart­ 
ment would have to formulate a 
list of drugs that could not be 
substituted because of known 
dangers. 
Phillip Lee, a professior at 
the University of California at 
San Francisco Medical School, 
testified that drug substitution 
had been used for 20 years 
without problems at UC hos­ 
pitals, and more recently at 
other hospitals. 
But Geraldine Donaldson, a 
Livermore pediatrician, gave 
an example of a potential 
danger in substitution 
She said a youngster could be 
allergic to oranges, a common 
Frizzell gaining support 
for secretary of interior 


WASHINGTON (U P I)- A c t­ 
ing Interior Secretary Kent 
Frizzell has won the support of 
key Senate Republicans for 
nomination as secretary, ac­ 
cording to congressional sour­ 
ces. 


His supporters said Frizzell 
would be “ eminently confirma- 
ble,” a factor that could weigh 
heavily in the Senate following 
the controversy involving for­ 
mer Wyoming Gov. Stanley 
Hathaway. 


Frizzell, who came to Wash­ 
ington five years ago after an 
unsuccessful attempt to win the 
Kansas governorship, has been 
acting secretary since Hatha- 


way resigned July 25 after un­ 
dergoing psychiatric treat­ 
ment for “ moderate depres­ 
sion." 
Among those backing Frizzell 
are Sens Paul Fannin, R-Ariz., 
and Clifford Hansen, R-Wyo., 
the two top-ranking Republi­ 
cans on the Senate interior 
committee which must act on 
the nomination. 


At least 20 Senate Republi­ 
cans have asked President Ford 
to name Frizzell, 47, according 
to the sources. Among them are 
four of five Republicans on the 
committee. 


A majority of GOP members 
of the House interior commit­ 


tee — including its ranking 
members. Reps. Joseph 
Skubitz, R-Kans., Sam Steiger, 
R-Ariz., and Philip Ruppe, R- 
Mich. — also are reportedly 
backing Frizzell. 'The House 
committee, however, does not 
act on the nomination. 
In a letter to Ford, Fannin 
and Hansen noted Frizzell’s 
background as interior solicitor 
for the past 2^ years and his 
earlier experience as assistant 
attorney general for land and 
natural resources. 
“ We believe his secretarial 
confirmation would be prompt 
and easy,” they said. They ad­ 
ded he “ will need no learning 
time.” 
Manson appeals for new trial 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Convicted murderer Charles 
Manson says a pronouncement 
of his guilt by then-President 
Richard Nixon — blared in new­ 
spaper headlines — was the 
main reason he and three 
female followers were found 
guilty of the Tate-LaBianca sl­ 
ayings. 
The cult-leader of a group of 
followers known as the “ fami­ 
ly” made the statement in a 
copyrighted interview with 
Stan Atkinson of KTVU in San 
Francisco and broadcast here, 
following Manson’s appeal for a 
new trial. 
The appeal, filed in the stete 
court of appeals Monday, cited 
a Supreme Court decision giv­ 


ing defendants the right to act 
as their own lawyers. Manson 
protested at his 1971 trial that 
he did not want a defense at­ 
torney and preferred to act as 
his own counsel. He was denied. 


The appeal was filed on 
behalf of Manson, Patricia 
Kfenwinkle, Susan Atkins and 
Leslie Van Houten, all convict­ 
ed of slaying movie star Sharon 
Tate, four of her houseguests 
and Mrs. and Mrs. Leno 
LaBianca. 


The defendants were sen­ 
tenced to die in the gas 
chamber. The sentences were 
commuted to life in prison 
when the death penalty was 
abolished. 


Probers find federal 
agency doing nothing 


The Supreme Court ruled 
June 30, in Faretta vs. Califor­ 
nia, that a defendant has a con­ 
stitutional right to refuse court- 
appointed counsel and act as his 
own lawyer. 


It was not clear whether the 
high court will make the deci­ 
sion retroactive, which could 
pave the way for thousands of 
prisoners to appeal for'new 
trials so they could act Ss their 
own attorneys. 
At his trial, Manson, whose 
flamboyant and often bizarre 
actions prompted one prosecu­ 
tor to label his conduct 
“ obstructionist*’, accused the 
judge, the district attorney and 
all other attorneys he had ever 
met of being “ on the same 
side.”

A powerful thunderstorm un­ 
load^ heavy rains on Chicago 
Monday, snarling evening ni^ 
hour traffic, touching off power 
failures and causing at least 
one fire. 
The storm also spawned a 
tornado in neighboring north­ 
west Indiana. 
The isolated twister rolled 
over a three-square-mile area 
of northwest Indiana, ripping 
up trees, bowling over power 
lines and causing an estimated 
$50,000 damage to homes. 
There were no injuries in 
either storm. 
The storm cooled off a hot 
Chicago day. bringing relief 
from 80 degree heat and 
sending the temperature plung­ 
ing from 94 degrees to 75 
degrees. 
Thousands of residents of an 
apartment complex on Chica­ 
go’s near North Side were left 
without power for more than 
two hours because of a cable 
malfunction. Some 20,000 
homes and businesses were left 
without power in Chicago’s sub­ 
urban Franklin Park, Schiller 


Park and Norridge because of a 
circuit breaker malfunction. 
Police reported a flurry of 
minor accidents as motorists, 
heading home, fought the driv­ 
ing rains and rush hour traffic 
Fire, apparently touched off 
by lightning, destroyed a gar­ 
age and two cars on the city's 
south side Power lines in the 
area also were downed by 
lightning but were quickly 
repaired by repair crews.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen­ 
ate investigators said today 
they have discovered an agency 
that did almost nothing for 
seven years at a cost of $70,000 
a year. 
Investigators working for 
Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., told 
UPI the Federal Fire Council 
held no more than two meetings 
between 1968 and 1974 but 
throughout the period continued 
to receive congressional ap­ 
proval of its annual operating 
funds. 
The agency was established 
in 1936 to coordinate federal 
fire prevention regulations in 
government buildings. It has 
been moved from department 
to department since then. 
It is now in the National Fire 
Prevention and Control Ad­ 
ministration within the Com­ 
merce Department. 
Two Leahy staffers, assigned 
by the freshman senator to 
comb the bureaucracy to find 
wasteful spending, said the 
council met only twice during 
the seven-year period. 
“ A full time executive direc- 


tor and secretary managed to 
spend $67,000 a year during this 
period,” said Jack Ewing. “ It’s 
unclear how he spent his time. 
He mailed out some publica­ 
tions now and then but other 
than that, didn’t do anything.” 
Ewing said Leahy will offer 
an amendment to abolish the 
council when the Senate returns 
next month. 
The council’s executive direc­ 
tor, William Hanbury, con­ 
ceded the agency did go through 
a period “ of inactivity or dor­ 
mancy” when it was headed by 
another director. Laurence 
Hicks, who died last summer. 
“ This was a time when there 
wasn’t a whole lot of activity or 
support for the council,” he 
said. 
Hanbury said the council held 
two meetings last year but did 
not know what meetings, if any, 
were held by the council during 
its inactive period. 
Ewing said the council is 
composed of “ federal fire 
types” who are supposed to 
meet periodically to discuss 
ways to prevent fires in federal 
buildings.

Mike Cuellar, the Baltimore Orioles’ "Cuban 
Houdini,” has more pitches up his sleeve than a 
magician has handkerchiefs. 
"I have to feel sorry for the poor hitters, said 
Orioles Manager Earl Weaver Monday night 
after Cuellar’s neat two-hit 4-0 shutout win over 
the Kansas City Royals. “They never know what 
pitch is coming next ” 
The 38-year-old Cuellar (11-8) varied his basic 
five-pitch repertoire quite nicely in yielding only 
a fourth inning double to John Mayberry and a 
leadoff single to George Brett in the fifth. But as 
Weaver pointed out, there’s a "Catch 22" to 
those five pitches. 
“He throws a fastball, screwball, slider, curve

Andy's off, 
but Dodgers 
for Dave Forbes 
win anyway 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) - An assault 
charge against Boston Bruins forward 
Dave Forbes for using his hockey stick 
as a weapon in a fight during a January 
game with the Minnesota North Stars 
was to be formally dismissed today. 


Gary Flakne, Hennepin County at­ 
torney, said there was not enough 
evidence to retry the case and another 
trial would only “harass and make an ex­ 
ample of Forbes." He planned to ask 
Judge Rolf Fosseen to drop the case. 


On July 18, a jury acquitted Forbes on 
the main assault charge and voted 9-3 for 
conviction of simple assault. 


"We have served notice on the 
National Hockey League and others that 
extraordinarily violent acts will not be 
tolerated in this community,” Flakne 
said in announcing Monday he would ask 
Judge Fosseen to drop the case. 


"Athletes, no matter in what sport 
they participate, will not be immune 
from prosecution, should they conduct 
themselves in a manner similar to that 


of the defendant." 
Forbes was indicted on an charge of 
assault with a dangerous weapon—a 
hockey stick-by a grand jury for the 
Jan. 4 altercation with Henry Boucha, 
then of the Minnesota North Stars and 
now of the Minnesota Fighting Saints. 


Both players had served time in the 
penalty box and clashed when they 
returned to the ice. Boucha received a 
gash near the right eye requiring 30 
stitches to close and left him with double 
vision. 
The prosecutor denied the trial was an 
attempt to reform hockey. 


"The whole intention of the trial was 
not to reform the game of hockey — it’s 
not for the courts or prosecutors to do 
that,” Flakne said. "Hockey has to look 
at its own house and put it in order." 
Last week, Flakne delayed a decision 
to drop the case or reprosecute because 
he said he had new evidence. That turned 
out to be an alleged attack by Forbes 
while he was on a farm team. Judge Fos­ 
seen considered the evidence too remote.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Spanish 
Davis Cup ace Manuel Orantes crushed 
Wimbledon champion Arthur Ashe, 6-2, 
6-2, Monday night at the $150,000 
National Clay Courts tennis cham­ 
pionships and confidently predicted 
another win at Forest Hills later this 
month at the U.S. Open. 
The 26-year-old Orantes, who grew up 
playing on the clay courts of Barcelona, 
said he was glad that Forest Hills had 
changed from grass courts to clay sur­ 
faces this year, making them very 
similar to those on which he won $16,000 
Monday.

Public the loser 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The game

to make us reasonably secure from 
foreign boycotts, exorbitant price in­ 
creases and intolerable pressures on 
American foreign policy. 
An Administration study largely ig­ 
nored both Mr. Ford and the Congress 
predicts: 
The United States must up its realiable 
water supply by SO per cent in the next 10 
years, with much of the increase needed 
to meet expanded energy production 
requirements. 
The delivery of coal to electrical 
utilities, to industrial boilers and to syn­ 
thetic fuel plants may necessitate a four­ 
fold increase in rolling stock by the endl 
of the century. 
The energy industry’s shares of total 
domestic consumption of aluminum may 
rise from a current three per cent to 10 
per cent and steel may go from seven per 
cent today to 10 per cent, creating severe

New jails 


Legislation which would ban the con­ 
struction of any city and county jail 
facilities which do not preclude anything 
other than single cell occupancy is 
creating a stir among local govern­ 
ments. 
The measure, SB 632, by Senator John 
Nejedly has caused a furor in his home 
county of Contra Costa where planning 
has been completed and the county is on 
the verge of constructing a new jail. 
But Nejedly, a former district at­ 
torney, says his bill was not caused by 
the local situation. Rather, it is a 
recognition of the fact that the trend of 
the courts is such that a ruling is an­ 
ticipated before many moons that will 
hold incarceration of persons in multiple 
unit cells to be “cruel and unusual 
punishment.” 
With that prospect ahead Nejedly 
believes the building of any new jails 
which are not totally single cell facilities 
would not only be extremely foolish but 
wasteful. 
Since the move in recent years has 
been away from city jails to greater 
utilization of county facilities the Nejed­ 
ly bill is being viewed with greater 
alarm by county, rather than city of­ 
ficials. 
At least 15 counties are presently at 
the stage where new jails are needed. 
Among these, in addition to Contra 
Costa, are Solano, Marin, Medera, Sutter 
and Tehama. 
Officials in the Department of Correc­ 
tions, who are required to make annual 
reports on all local jails, are reluctanfto 
make any estimates of what the cost ef­ 
fects of the Nejedly bill might be. They 
point out that the most recent jail con­ 
struction figures place the costs at 
around $30,000 per bed. Presumably this 
applies to jails having both single and 
multiple cells. 
To buttress his position Nejedly ob­ 
tained an opinion from the Legislative 
Counsel on the constitutionality of multi­ 
ple occupancy jailhouses. 
The opinion found that “Multiple oc­ 
cupancy facilities are not, per se., uncon­ 
stitutional.” It then stated “In view of

different administration and goals of 
county jails from the state prison 
system, we think there is a basis for a 
court to conclude that persons commit­ 
ted in the county jail while awaiting trial 
should have equal to better facilities 
than those committed to serve a 
sentence.” The opinion also suggested 
that double cell occupancy may be held 
unconstitutional under the Eighth 
Amendment if certain cases already 
decided are followed by the high court. 
Nejedly, responding to attacks on his 
bill which charged he had excluded state 
prisons, pointed out that the last state 
prisons built were with single cells 
specifically designed to prevent future 
double celling. 
He also recited the fact that those 
committed to prison have been convicted 
of crimes, have a record and there is 
substantial information about each in­ 
dividual to guide the housing of inmates. 
Even so, he said, all prisoners are initial­ 
ly housed in single cells for at least two 
weeks until each one's potential can be 
assessed. 
“This type of sophisticated informa­ 
tion is not available when some one is 
delivered to the county jail,” said Nejed­ 
ly, who strongly objects to placing those 
awaiting trial, and may eventually be 
found innocent, in multiple cells with 
hardened criminals. He said 25,000 
Californians are lodged daily in local 
jails which do not have separate cells. 
“Many of them will ultimately be 
released without having been convicted 
of any crime.”

future problems in die availability of 
aluminum, chromium and alloying ele­ 
ments for steel, for which the U.S. is 
almost entirely dependent on imports. 
Architect-engineers and operators, 
pipe steam fitters and a range of other 
skilled operatives will most certainly be 
in short supply. 
An array of industrial equipment may 
well be in seriously short supply — drill 
rigs for the exploration and production of 
oil, gas and uranium, fixed and mobile 
drilling platforms for offshore oil ex­ 
ploration, drag lines for the surface min­ 
ing of coal and uranium. There may well 
be periodic shortages of steel pipe and 
tubular goods. 
New energy capital investments for 
the next 10 years may range from $450 
billion to $600 billion — and, for the next 
quarter century the investments per unit 
of energy for the combined energy 
system may range from 50 to 70 per cent 
greater than today’s investment per unit 
of energy. 
These higher costs may make the rais­ 
ing of capital much more difficult in the 
1975-65 period, investors having already 
become somewhat leery of the energy in­ 
dustry. 
Neither Congress nor the White House 
is seriously attacking these problems, 
which could, in the next 10 to 15 years, 
give us even more problems than exces­ 
sive automobile driving causes today. 
But our major difficulty seems to be 
that we use energy inefficiently. 
New studies show we could save a 
third of the energy we use — roughly 
equivalent to what we now import — by 
designing more efficient ships, planes, 
trucks, autos, trains, pipelines, power 
systems, industrial .processes for 
fabrication, forming and the conversion 
of industrial and agricultural products, 
and household appliances and tvs, 
heating, cooling and ventilating systems 
which use less energy, and by the proper 
design and insulation of homes and 
buildings. 
Only a small portion of these problems 
is being attacked either by Mr. Ford or 
by Congress. It is difficult to understand 
why this is so. 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - The Puerto 
Rican on the street comer, gathering a 
crowd, was advocating the independence 
of his country. To prove a point, 
suggesting Americans do not give damn 
<me about the commonwealth, he asked 
an attentive Anglo to find Puerto Rico on 
a map. The listener blushed, searched 
the paper, and said 
with authority: “It’s 
near Africa, I know 
that.” 
That Americans are 
ignorant of th eir 
Caribbean possession 
has long been a source 
of hum iliation to 
Puerto Ricans, par­ 
ticularly nationalists. 
Now the ignorance is 
being used by some ac­ 
tivists to hasten their 
separatist ends. The 
theory is that if Americans can be sud­ 
denly educated concerning the often 
harsh realities of island-mainland 
relationships they will join in the 
minority cry to let the territory go its 
own way.“ *" " - 
. 
The activists may have something. 
Though possession was a U.S. concept 
originally — the island was seized by this 
nation to support the conclusion that 
Puerto Rico has been more burden than 
blessing. Not only do islanders retain an 
unalterably separate identity after 77 
years of Yankee ties, many continue to 
look on commonwealth status as one­ 
sided welfare. 
Though Puerto Ricans pay no U.S. 
taxes, they receive some $2.5 billion an­ 
nually in U.S. aid and benefits; the tax­ 
payer in Poughkeepsie, in other words, 
supports 2.8 million island residents vir­ 
tually as an outright charity. 
Besides this, the U.S. provides other 
expensive assistance. Being U.S. 
citizens, Puerto Ricans may come and 
go on the mainland, and recent history 
indicates they mostly come: 1.4 million 
Puerto Ricans live in the United States, 
60 per cent of them in New York state. 
Backhandedly, activists point out the 
mainland Puerto Ricans often refuse to 
learn English and almost as often go on 
the public dole; at best they get jobs 
“that are sorely needed by mainland 
Americans themselves.” 
It should be pointed out here that the 
relationship is not quite so unilateral as a 
quick look indicates. Puerto Ricans have 
been drafted for every U.S. war of this 
century, and some of their federal 
benefits, such as Social Security, are of 
the insurance kind involving deductions 
from th eir salaries. Also, cer­ 
tainly, Puerto Rico has provided a 
valuable location for U.S. industry and a 
hemispherically strategic depot for 
Defense Department facilities. 
Yet even the island contributions tend

to be part of the relationship irritation. 
Some Puerto Ricans feel their 
vulnerable brothers have been used as 
low-ranking cannon fodder in U.S. com­ 
bat, while others argue that U.S. benefits 
to Puerto Rico are discriminatingly 
smaller than are U.S. benefits to, say, 
Mississippi (a blind islander receives $7 
monthly in federal assistance, while a 
blind Mississippian may receive $150). 
As for U.S. military — industrial squat­ 
ters, that rubs many throughout the 
world as colonial exploitation. 


So it is that long-festering strains, and 
neglect by both sides has foiled some 
islanders to conclude that independence 
is their only dignified future. Others, in 
fact the thumping majority of Puerto 
Ricans, have decided against in­ 
dependence 
but want less severe 
relationship changes. Jaime Benitez, 
among the latter group, and the island 
delegate to the U.S. Congress, says his 
people are “damn sick and tired” of be­ 


ing ignored to the point Americans can’t 
even find them on the map. He wants 
more political autonomy, more equitable 
social benefits, and more trade flex­ 
ibility. He says the U.S. should explore 
“new forms of relationships between the 
powerful and the weak,” suggesting P.R. 
be instituted in a kind of “heterogenous 
federalism.” 
But what of mainland Americans? 
What do they want? The question has 
never been adequately asked, thus never 
answered. For three-quarters of a cen­ 
tury Puerto Rico has been merely a 
government and industrial proposition, 
out there somewhere “near Africa.” Do 
we want Puerto Ricans as second-class 
U.S. citizens? Do we want the nation as a 
state? Or is island sovereignty in any 
case inevitable? The map shows that 
Puerto Rico is actually located 
somewhere between limbo and apathy. 
Our enlightenment should include discus­ 
sions on the morality of leaving it there 
and the wisdom of helping it move.

Darkest Africa 


The decision, reached at Kampala, by 
the Organization of African Unity, not sl­ 
avishly to endorse Arab motions in the 
General Assembly of the United Nations 
at the forthcoming session is significant 
and heartening. The Arab-African bloc 
has spoken over several years with a dis­ 
maying unity that belied not only the 
strutting rhetoric of 
independence with 
which representatives 
of th ese n a tio n s 
traditionally announce 
themselves, but gain­ 
said whatever little 
use the United Nations 
m ig h t se rv e the 
freshly 
independent 
states. To persuade 
Uganda — for instance 
— that its interests 
are identical with 
those of Saudi Arabia, 
reminds one very simply of the surviving 
powers of superstition. 
For Kenya to 
vote against an effective anti terrorist 
resolution is a venture in self- 
destruction. 
No doubt repeated ,th reats by 
authoritative American officials to have 
done with the United Nations if it 
deprives Israel of its right to speak in the 
General Assembly brought caution to the 
big meeting in Kampala. United States 
support for the United Nations is quite 
simply critical at every level: financial, 
diplomatic, and psychological. It is also 
the one world stage to which the African 
nabobs can repair to show off their 
sovereignty in extra-parochial sur­ 
roundings. 
Mr. V.S. Naipaul, an Indian novelist 
has given us in a recent issue of The New 
York Review of Books a sensitive look at 
the state of Zaire, the old Congo of the 
Belgian Kings. The principal figure in 
Zaire is of course General Mobutu. He 
used to be plain old Sergeant Joseph 
Mobuto. son of a cook, in the local Force 
Publique. Now he is Mobutu Sese Seko 
Kuku Ngbendu Wa Za Banga, which 
means a number of things in the Ungala 
dialect, none of them unflattering. 
General Mobutu traveled to New York to 
give an ardently anti white speech in the 
fall of 1973, and managed to make the 
journey without hardship with the aid of 
a supporting retinue of 86 persons, in­ 
cluding his wife’s hairdresser. 
All this kind of thing. Mr. Naipaul 
points out, is not resented in the least by 
the impoverished people of Zaire. As 
Mobutu succeeds in promoting the vision 
of himself as not merely citoyen (he does 
not disguise his humble origins) but 
King, and even... divinity... the people 
participate in his elevation. There is 
very little else for them to participate in. 
General Mobutu, by Mr. Naipaul’s ac­ 
count, presides over one of the supreme­ 
ly tatter-demalion states in the world, 
cursed by the eternal bush, creaky with 
the rust of junked Belgian hardware, 
stitched together bv a nearly im­ 
penetrable tapestry of corruption, boil­ 
ing under the equatorial sun. 
Mr. Naipaul describes a visit by a state 
commissioner to a nationalized coffee 
plantation whose workers had not been 
paid for five months. “Everywhere the 


commissioner went he urged the people, 
for the sake of their own liberty and well­ 
being, to follow the principles of 
Mobutism to the letter; everywhere he 
urged vigilance.” Mr. Naipaul does not 
try to improve on the brief description in 
the capital newspaper of the voyage to 
(me outpost, a mere 20 miles from the 
principal artery of the Congo, the River 
Zaire. “At the very entrance to the canal 
thousands of mosquitoes cover you from 
head to ankles, compelling you to move 
about all the time... After a whole night 
of insomnia on the Lubengo canal, or 
rather the ‘cavalry’ of Lubengo, where 
we had very often to get out in the water 
and make a superhuman effort to help 
the paddlers free the pirogue from mud 
or wood snags, we got to the end of the 
canal at nine in the morning (we had 
entered it at 9:30 the previous evening), 
and so at least we arrived at Bomongo at 
12:30, in a state that would have softened 
the hardest hearts.” 
These are the workaday problems of 
much of Africa, and it is appropriate to 
feel compassion for those who seek to 
plumb the heart of darkness, and 
prescribe for it. The Belgian colonialists 
made scant progress, and ruled with a 
cruelty Mobutu can, in his excesses, 
hardly be accused of doing more than im­ 
itating. The United Nations and a fawn­ 
ing audience, the kingly palaces, the ser-, 
vants and presidential parks and parades 
and marching children, are the sponge 
filled with vinegar, held out to the tor­ 
tured thirst of generations of humilia­ 
tion. Africa has unconvincingly rejected 
western ways — the women of Zaire are 
by law forbidden from imitating western 
dress. But their dreams are of Mercedes 
cars and huge factories, devolving to 
Africa after the decadence of the west 
finally launches us all into the bush. But 
clearly the leaders of these countries 
wish for the United Nations to survive to 
see it all happen.
